This edition of William Goddard's Neaste of 
Waspes is reprinted, by permission of the Provost 
and Fellows, from the copy of the original edition 
in the Library of Worcester College, Oxford. It 
is stated in the Dictionary of National Biography that 
there was a second copy of the book in the Library 
of Bridgewater House. 

Of the author nothing is known beyond what 
may be gathered from his own writings. It would 
seem that he was a soldier, as in the lines * To the 
Reader ' prefixed to the Mastif Whelp he says : 

Expea noe fine phrase from a Souldvers penn 
For (Reader) wee the bluntest are of men 

and in other verses, dedicating the book to some 
* CJentlemen of the Innee Temple ', he speaks of 
the time *when I come from warr^ It is also 
obvious that he was for some time in the Low 
Countries.

With the exception of two wrong numbers and 
some turned letters which have been corrected, 
the following is an exact reprint of the original 
edition of the Neaste ofWaspes. 

It may be noted that the reference in sections 
76 and 77 to the fall of Robert Carr, Earl of 
Somerset, proves that part of the book at least was 
not written before 161 j.
